Recent events have highlighted the value of interoperability among Federal law enforcement agencies. Security
for many U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP) facilitics is provided by our Homeland Security (DHS)
colleagues with the Federal Protective Service (FPS). CBP has a vested interest in, and commitment to,
supporting FPS in their mission. In order to fulfill this partnership, CBP officers and agents must complete the
required cross-designation training to perform duties under the authority of FPS. FPS is providing additional
training sessions for CBP in the coming days. Managers are requested to identify and schedule officers and
supervisors to complete the one-hour on-line training in harmony with the attached schedule. The number of
personnel that should take the training is a field decision based on local threats, intelligence, and discussions
with FPS. Managers should encourage their local training unit(s), or other administrative unit, to maintain local
records of this training for future requests.
